The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims ( 13,27 and 55) including the combination 
of a device including "a first body and a second body welded together through a 
mechanical and electrical connection structure " and "an electrically 
conductive region welded between said first body and said second body," ( a/b 
page 1)
